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PR E FACE. 


1 Have for a long time obſerved that the 
1 books which are commonly taught in 
Schools, as introductory to the Latin Tongue, 
contain many things which are improper for 
the firſt claſs, or the loweſt form, of a Gram- 
mar School ; many things, which children 
will learn, with more eaſe, when their ſtudies. 
are farther advanced. 


In order to remedy this inconvenience, and 
to provide an Elementary boek for Grammar 
Schools, I have thrown together the follow- 
ing ſheets, and adapted them, in the beſt 
manner I could, to the early period at which. 
children are uſually taught the elements of 
the Latin Tongue. For this purpoſe I have. 
availed myſelf of Mr. Ruddiman's excellent 
Rudiments of that language, and other 
Treatiſes of that kind. Hence it will appear 
that this little book is not intended to ſuper- 
ſede the Latin Grammar, but ta ferve only, 
as an eaſy introduction to it. 


After layin g down the four conjugations 
in the uſual way, I have exhibited one Coms. 


parative- 
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parative View of the Active Voice, in each; 
which, I hope, will be of uſe. 


In the Syntax, which 1s a very important 
branch, I have, in general, adopted Mr. Rud- 
diman's Rules. In arranging them, I have 
changed the order of the firſt and. ſecond, 
and recommended theſe and the twenty-third 
and .thirty-ſixth, together with the Prepoſi- 
tions, to be taught, and rendered familiar to 


the learner, before he proceed to the other 
Rules. 


In illuſtrating the Rules of Syntax, I have 
ſtudied, as far as brevity would permit, to 
deliver the Examples in complete Sentences, 
expreſſing, for the moſt part,. ſome hiſtorical 
fact or ſome moral precept; for it is of no ſmall 
conſequence to make children acquainted, at 
an early period, with the ſtructure of a Sen- 


tence, to accuſtom them to complete Sen- 
tences, and to mingle inſtructive ideas wit 


the knowledge of words. 


As the Rules of Syntax ought to be pre- 
ſented. in different views, and inculcated with 
the greateſt exactneſs, in order that they may. | 
be fully underſtood, and that they may be ap- 
plied with eaſe before the ſtudy of the Roman. | 
claſſics is begun, I have annexed a ſhort but

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comprehenſive view of the uſe of the Six Caſes, 


which the learner is apt, ſo frequently and ſo 
unluckily, to miſtake. 


Languages conſiſt of words. If therefore a 
ſtock of words is not acquired, the language 
cannot be ſaid to be known. In order to 
facilitate the acquiſition of the Latin Tongue, 
Vocabularies have been introduced into 
Schools. But as theſe, in general, have the 
words arranged in an alphabetical order, quite 
unconnected with reſpect to the. ſenſe, and 
therefore difficult and irkſome to the learner, 
I have prefixed a ſhort Vocabulary, on a 
different plan, not deſigned to ſuperſede 
larger Vocabularies, which are very uſeful, 
but to ſhew how that elementary branch may 
be rendered more eaſy and more inſtructive. 


With this view I have felected words which 
are of moſt common uſe in life, and 1 have 
ſtudied to put them together in ſo natural an 
order that the connection which they have 
with one another may both afliſt the memory 
and improve: the underſtanding. 


After all, I am ſenſible of the era 
of this Vocabulary in its prefent ſtate ; but 
I flatter myfelf that this ſpecimen, imperfect 
as it is, will point out the way to further im-

provements, and render this fundamental 
branch ſubſervient to a more pleaſant and a 
more ſucceſsful ſtudy of the claſſics. 


As to the execution of this Work, I have 
endeavoured to uſe the plaineſt ſtyle; and L 
have cauſed the book to be printed on good 
paper and a large and fair type ; advantages, 
which every book, deſigned for children, ought 
eminently to poſſeſs. 


I have alſo avoided, as much as poſlible, 
the diſtinction of larger and ſmaller types, 
and cauſed the Obſervations, or Notes, to be 
printed with the ſame types as the Text: when 
Notes are printed on a ſmaller type, they are 
conſidered, by children, as of little impor 
tance, and are 1 paſſed over.

An Abſtract Noun is a ſubſtantive derived from 
an adjective, and ſignifying the quality of that ad- 
jective in general; as bonitas, goodneſs, from bonus, 
juſtitia, juſtice, from juſtus, fortitudo, courage, 
from fortis.

An active Verb is called Tranſitive when the 
Action of the Nominative is directed upon ſome 
other thing, and is known by aſking the queſtion, 


whom or what; as, I teach a boyz Whom do you 


teach? A. A boy. I throw a ſtone ; What do you 
throw ? A. A ſtone. 

A Verb is called Intranſitive when the Action 
of the Nominative remains with itſelf, as I run, I 
walk. 

A Verb is called Paſſive when the Nominative 
does not act, but is acted upon; as, the naughty 
boys were beaten. | 

A Neuter Verb ſignifies merely the ſtate or con- 
dition of things; as, jaceo, Ilye; floreo, I flouriſh. 

A Deponent Verb wants the ACtive Voice, but 
retains the Active or Neuter ſignification; as loquor, 
F ſpeak, morior, I die; if tranſitive, it has all the 
Participles, as, ſequens, following, ſecuturus, 
about to follow, ſecutus, having followed, and 
ſcquendus, to be followed.
